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Outer  Richmond  Albertsons  closes 

Supermarket  closure  is  second  this  year,  fate  of  building  unknown

Already  short  on  supermar¬ 
kets,  residents  of  the  Richmond 
District  now  have  one  less  place 
to  shop  for  groceries.  On  July  30, 
the  Albertsons  store  at  32nd 
Avenue  and  Clement  Street  went 
out  of  business,  less  than  four 
years  after  opening  its  doors  to 
neighborhood  customers. 

The  closure  comes  after  a  re¬ 
cent  announcement  that  its  parent

The  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  (SFC- 
TA)  and  Caltrans  plan  to  begin  a 
major  upgrade  and  retrofit  of 
19th  Avenue  and  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  (also  known  as 
California  Highway  1)  in  the  fall 
of  2006. 

The  project  will  affect  each  of 
the  34  intersections  along  the 
major  thoroughfare,  from  Lake 
Street  to  Junipero  Serra 
Boulevard.  Traffic  signals  will  be 
replaced,  pedestrian  crossings 
improved  for  safety  and  conve¬ 
nience,  and  bus  shelters  rebuilt 
and  modified. 

The  project  has  been  divided 
into  three  phases,  ,  reported  Ian 


company,  Albertsons  Inc.,  sold 
661  of  its  stores  for  $9.7  billion 
to  Albertsons  LLC,  an  organiza¬ 
tion  formed  earlier  this  year  and 
led  by  the  private  investment 
firm  Cerberus  Capital 
Management. 

Cerberus  Capital,  a  company 
known  more  for  property  man¬ 
agement  than  produce  and  poul¬ 
try,  has  taken  over  under-per¬ 
forming  Albertsons  outlets,  ac¬ 
cording  to  corporate  spokesper- 


Moore,  project  manager  with 
SFCTA. 

“Phase  1  is  supposed  to  begin 
this  fall,”  Moore  said,  though  a 
commencement  date  has  not  yet 
been  set. 

Phase  1  will  address  the  short¬ 
comings  of  the  10  highest-use  in¬ 
tersections  along  19th  Avenue, 
including  the  crossings  at 
Junipero  Serra  Boulevard, 
Taraval  Street,  Irving  Street  and 
Lincoln  Way. 

“The  current  traffic  signals 
were  installed  in  the  1940s. 
They’re  very  antiquated,  and 
some  of  the  traffic  accidents  on 
19th  Avenue  and  Park  Presidio 
have  been  a  result  of  motorists 
not  being  able  to  see  the  signals,” 
Moore  said.

“We’ve  been  carefully  review¬ 
ing  the  fiscal  performance  and 
structure  of  the  businesses,”  said 
Ha.  “Out  of  that  process  came  a 
decision  to  shut  down  12.4  per¬ 
cent  of  our  lowest  performing 
stores,  which  includes  37  loca¬ 
tions  in  the  Bay  Area.” 

Albertsons  is  currently  locked 
in  a  long-term  lease  at  the 
Clement  location,  which  means 
the  structure  will  remain  vacant 


To  improve  visibility  of  the 
traffic  lights,  Caltrans  will  over¬ 
see  the  installation  of  new  light 
posts,  with  mast  arms  that  sus¬ 
pend  the  signals  out  over  the 
roadway.  Visibility  will  increase 
dramatically,  though  Moore  said 
some  citizens  have  expressed 
concern  that  the  enhancements 
will  give  the  roadway  the  look  of 
a  freeway. 

The  project  also  includes 
plans  to  install  signal  count¬ 
downs  for  pedestrians,  upgrade 
curb  ramps  to  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  standards,  and 
repaint  crosswalk  boundary  lines. 

Moore  said  the  longer-than- 
usual  street  upgrade  times  were 
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until  another  party  takes  over  the 
rental  agreement. 

The  owner  of  the  site,  Dick 
Klein,  did  not  want  to  comment 
about  the  decision  to  close 
Albertsons  or  what  the  future  of 
the  property  may  hold. 

But  some  concerned  residents 
say  the  site,  which  has  previously 
been  home  to  other  grocery 
stores,  has  trouble  retaining  ten¬ 
ants. 

“There  was  a  Safeway  here 
about  10  years  ago,”  said  shop¬ 
per  Maeir  Larkin,  a  long-time 
Richmond  resident.  “The  lot 
spent  several  years  unoccupied 
before  Albertsons  moved  in.  It 
seems  the  location  is  not  the  best 
place  for  a  retail  venue.” 

Store  employees,  speaking  un¬ 
der  the  condition  of  anonymity, 
said  representatives  from  both 
the  Safeway  and  Trader  Joe's 
grocery  chains  had  come  to  sur¬ 
vey  the  space.  Yet,  the  site’s  fu¬ 
ture  is  still  nebulous,  and  neigh¬ 
bors  worry  about  who  could 
move  in. 

“A  vacant  structure  or  an 
abandoned  lot  are  definitely  un¬ 
appealing  options,  but  at  least 
they’re  not  99  cent  stores,”  said 
Rannie  Yoo,  who  resides  just  a 
few  blocks  away.

Hundreds 
attend 
Town  Hall 
Forum 
hosted  by 
mayor

San  Francisco  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  ran  back  and  forth  at 
the  Presidio  Middle  School’s  au¬ 
ditorium  July  29  playing 
“Donahue”  to  a  sold-out  crowd. 

The  Town  Hall  Forum  the 
mayor  was  overseeing  was 
staffed  with  many  of  the  city’s 
department  heads,  which  were 
on-hand  to  answer  questions 
from  the  public. 

“There’s  nothing  worse  that  a 
politician  who  can’t  answer  ques¬ 
tions,”  Newsom  said. 

About  one  half  of  the  200- 
plus  people  at  the  forum  raised 
their  hands  when  the  mayor 
asked  if  they  were  at  the  event  to 
make  their  feelings  known  about 
a  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  pro¬ 
gram  that  is  being  studied  by  the 
SF  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Authority.  The  plan  would  dedi¬ 
cate  a  lane  of  traffic  (in  each  di¬ 
rection)  on  Geary  Boulevard  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  Muni  and 
other  buses.  Many  merchants  are 
opposed  to  the  plan  because  of 
the  potential  negative  impacts  it 
could  have,  both  during  construc¬ 
tion  and  after,  on  their  liveli¬ 
hoods. 

Many  others  attended  the 
meeting  to  push  for  the  BRT  pro¬ 
gram,  saying  it  would  decrease 
travel  time  on  the  busy  mass- 
transit  corridor  and  tempt  people 
out  of  their  cars  for  downtown 
trips. 

According  to  TA  Project 
Manager  Julie  Kirschbaum,  com¬ 
puter  modeling  shows  slightly 
less  that  a  third  of  the  cars  now 
using  Geary  would  use  other 
roads  if  the  number  of  traffic 
lanes  was  to  be  reduced  on 
Geary,  as  has  been  proposed  with 
the  BRT  program. 

The  result,  Kirschbaum  said, 
would  be  an  increase  in  traffic 
by  two  vehicles  per  minute  dur¬ 
ing  peak  times  on  Fulton  and 
California  streets;  one  vehicle 
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Park  Presidio  Blvd.  upgrade  coming

Members  of  37  San  Francisco 
organizations  came  together  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  July  12  to  hon¬ 
or  the  work  done  to  keep  some  of 
the  roads  in  the  east  end  of 
Golden  Gate  Park  open  on 
Saturdays. 

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
voted  7-4  to  close  the  roads  for  a 
six-month  trial  period,  but  SF 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  vetoed 
the  measure.  The  mayor  said  he 
was  upholding  the  will  of  city 
voters,  who  voted  twice  to  keep 
the  streets  in  the  park  open  on 
Saturdays. 

Opponents  of  the  measure 
said  the  move  would  harm  the 
cultural  institutions  in  the  park 
and  would  severely  impact  the 
quality  of  life  for  people  living  in 
the  inner  Richmond  and  Sunset 
districts. 

Supporters  of  the  measure,  in¬ 
cluding  District  1  supervisor  Jake

Commission  voted  unanimously 
July  13  to  allow  the  Star  of  the 
Sea  to  create  a  preschool.

Evictions  data  collection 


Greetings.  I  hope  everyone  is 
having  a  healthy  and  happy  sum¬ 
mer.  While  most  school-aged 
youth  are  enjoying  their  much 
earned  summer  vacation,  I  am 
working  to  improve  the  well 
being  of  our  youngest  residents 
and  families  during  the  school 
year.  I  have  introduced  two 
pieces  of  legislation  that  will 
help  us  understand  the  damaging 
impacts  of  evictions  of  families 
with  children. 

The  first  piece  is  an  ordinance 
amending  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance  to  collect  data  on 
evictions  involving  families  with 
school-age  children  during  the 
school  term. 

The  second  piece  is  a  resolu¬ 
tion  urging  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  (SFTJSD) 
to  track  student  “mobility” 
(changing  schools)  caused  by 
residential  evictions.  Currently, 
SFUSD  tracks  student  mobility 


but  does  not  track  changes  of  ad¬ 
dress  caused  by  residential  evic¬ 
tions. 

The  Office  of  the  Legislative 
Analyst  has  already  produced  a 
report,  which  substantiates  that 
moving  and  changing  schools 
has  a  negative  impact  on  chil¬ 
dren’s  academic  performance. 

It  is  also  important  for  the 
SFUSD  to  collect  this  data. 
Students  who  miss  many  days  of 
school  tend  to  fall  behind.  When 
these  youth  change  schools  dur¬ 
ing  the  school  year,  they  are  of¬ 
ten  placed  in  new  classrooms  be¬ 
fore  their  records  are  transferred, 
leading  to  inappropriate  place¬ 
ment. 

In  general,  moving  is  stress¬ 
ful.  Knowing  how  this  stress  im¬ 
pacts  academic  performance  is 
critical  for  the  City  in  providing 
appropriate  services  and  legisla¬ 
tive  solutions. 

I  believe  that  both  pieces  of 
legislation  will  go  a  long  way  to 


help  identify  and  address  the 
negative  impacts  that  children 
and  youth  face  due  to  relocation, 
especially  when  forced  to  move 
because  of  their  socio-economic 
circumstances. 

Golden  Gate  Park  Access 

My  efforts  to  create  safe 
recreation  space  on  Saturdays  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  has  led  to  a 
fruitful  discussion  with  the  dis¬ 
abled  community  that  has  gener¬ 
ated  solutions  to  increasing  dis¬ 
ability  access  to  Golden  Gate 
Park.  I  have  developed  legisla¬ 
tion  to  expand  access  for  the  dis¬ 
abled  community  to  Golden  Gate 
Park’s  Sunday  car-free  program. 
The  legislation  calls  for  an  in¬ 
crease  of  eight  accessible  parking 
spaces  on  Eighth  Avenue,  an  ad¬ 
ditional  10  accessible  parking 
spaces  to  assist  with  access  to 
closure  area*,*  signed  drop-off 
zone  at  Bowling  Green  Drive,  as 
well  as  an  intra-park  transit  shut¬ 
tle. 

The  legislation  is  scheduled  in 
the  Board  of  Supervisors’  Land 
Use  Committee  Aug.  9,  at  1  p.m., 
in  Room  263  at  City  Hall.  To 
show  your  support,  please  come 
to  the  hearing  or  send  letters  or  e- 
mails  to  all  of  the  members  of  the 
SF  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
mayor. 

Neighborhood  Beautification 

•  Enclosure  of  Garbage 
Receptacles  -  My  legislation 
passed  unanimously  at  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  last  month.  It  re¬ 
quires  residents  to  place  their 
garbage,  recycling,  and  compost 
containers  out  of  plain  sight  from 
the  public  when  viewed  from  the 
sidewalk. 

Many  residents  have  found 
they  no  longer  need  the  large  32 
gallon  trash  cans.  Thanks  to  re¬ 
cycling  and  composting,  there  is 
a  reduced  need  for  larger  32  gal¬ 
lon  cans.  You  can  save  money 
and  space  by  switching  to  the  20 
gallon  cans.  If  you  would  like  to 
exchange  trash  cans,  contact 
Sunset  Scavenger  at  330-1300. 
The  receptacle  exchange  is  free. 

•  Greening  Initiative  -  This 
citywide  policy  is  currently  un¬ 
derway.  The  SF  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  assessing  streets 
for  major  street  tree  plantings  on 
Turk  Street,  between  Broderick 
and  Arguello;  Balboa  Street,  be¬ 
tween  Sixth  and  33rd  avenues 
and  44th  Avenue  and  the  Great 
Highway;  and  on  25th  Avenue, 
from  Fulton  Street  to  Scenic 
Way.  Please  contact  28-  CLEAN 
or  554-6700  to  learn  more  about 
street  tree  planting. 

•  Argonne  Playground  -  The 
replacement  of  the  clubhouse 
with  a  1,700-square-foot  building 
is  underway.  The  building  will 
include  a  community  room,  read¬ 
ing  room,  director’s  office, 
kitchen,  storage  area  and  re¬ 
strooms.  Demolition  activity  be¬ 
gan  in  January  2006  and  con¬ 
struction  will  be  ongoing  for  ap¬ 
proximately  one  year. 

•  Rossi  Playground  -  The 
playground  currently  has  swings 
and  wood  climbing  structures 
and  is  blessed  with  mature  trees 
within  and  around  the  play  area. 
Generally,  the  play  area  will  be 
renovated  to  comply  with  safety 
and  disability  standards.  The 
scope  of  work  includes  demoli¬ 
tion  of  the  existing  play  area, 
new  play  equipment,  rubber  safe¬ 
ty  surface,  benches,  tables,  orna¬ 
mental  fencing,  infrastructure  for 
a  future  restroom,  landscaping 
and  irrigation.  The  City  has  been 
working  closely  with  the  Friends 
of  Rossi  Park  in  the  planning 
phase  and  in  developing  an  excit¬ 
ing  design  concept.

of  15  to  20  members,  and  its  ac¬ 
tivities  include  educational 
events,  charity  events,  and  two 
play-groups  a  month  at  Hurley’s 
home  and  two  “only  moms  and 
nursing  babies”  nightly  meetings 
a  month.  The  night  meetings  are 
designed  to  alleviate  the  pres¬ 
sures  of  motherhood  and  to  let 
moms  take  time  for  themselves. 

According  to  Mothers  & 
More,  the  biggest  hurdle  facing  a 
mother  today  is  the  maintenance 
of  an  identity  as  a  woman,  a  pro¬ 
fessional,  and  a  mother  who 
strives  to  be  the  best  caregiver 
possible.  Through  its  meetings 
and  activities,  the  San  Francisco 
chapter  works  to  provide  a  net¬ 
work  for  a  group  of  diverse 
women  who  serve  as  resources 
for  each  other.  For  example. 
Mothers  &  More  has  mothers  in 
different  fields  of  work  who  en¬ 
courage  each  other  to  perform 
volunteer  work  in  their  field  to 
help  keep  up  with  their  profes¬ 
sion. 

The  diversity  of  the  San 
Francisco  group  includes  moth¬ 
ers  that  are  working  full  or  part 
time,  stay-at-home  or  single. 
Hurley’s  transition  from  lawyer 
to  a  stay-at-home  was  initially 
peppered  with  questions  of  fears 
and  doubts,  but  she  found  that 
Mothers  &  More  provided  sup¬ 
port  and  encouragement  from 
others  who  had  the  same  experi¬ 
ences. 

“I  found  our  group  to  be  an 
open  and  a  safe  place  to  be  able 
to  talk  about  what  is  bothering 
us,  because  most  likely  another 
mom  has  gone  though  the  same 
experience  and  has  lived  to  tell 
the  tale,”  Hurley  said. 

San  Miguel  discovered 
Mothers  &  More  at  the  local  li¬ 
brary  and  was  elated  to  have  a 
support  group  so  close  to  home. 
Initially  San  Miguel’s  mother 
helped  care  for  her  son  Kai  until 
he  was  three  months  old,  but  af¬ 
ter  her  family  went  back  to 


Spain,  San  Miguel  still  needed 
support  regarding  her  decision  to 
be  a  stay-at-home  mother. 

“My  priorities  changed  once  I 
had  my  son.  I  didn’t  want  to  feel 
guilty  about  work  not  being  as 
important  to  me.  This  group 
helped  me  find  a  common  base 
between  having  a  career  and  then 
choosing  to  stay  at  home. 
Mothers  &  More  has  made  my 
transition  from  a  professional  ca¬ 
reer-oriented  woman  to  being  at 
home  much  easier.” 

San  Miguel  finds  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  moms  with  older  kids 
to  be  useful  and  feels  she  benefits 
from  their  knowledge  and  previ¬ 
ous  exposure  to  kids  at  different 
stages  of  life. 

Some  mothers  are  forced  to 
leave  their  jobs  because  their  em¬ 
ployers  are  not  flexible  with  the 
amount  of  time  off  a  new  mother 
desires. 

Mothers  &  More  member 
Nicci  Fortune  has  a  five-month- 
old  daughter,  Francesce. 
Fortune’s  firm  only  provided 
eight  weeks  of  maternity  leave. 
She  was  not  interested  in  giving 
up  her  career,  yet  she  needed  to 
balance  having  the  time  to  take 


care  of  her  daughter  as  well  as 
stay  current  at  her  job. 

“My  concern  was  not  only 
child  care,  but  how  do  I  take  time 
off  and  keep  my  career  alive? 
How  do  I  keep  up  in  the  field  and 
not  get  rusty?  I  was  not  ready  to 
stop  working,”  Fortune  said.  “It’s 
scary  to  be  suddenly  unemployed 
when  you’re  used  to  being  a  ca¬ 
reer  woman.” 

Fortune  gravitated  to  Mothers 
&  More  because  of  its  focus  on 
integrating  a  career  and  mother¬ 
hood. 

“Every  mom  is  unique,”  said 
Hurley. 

Meeting  topics  for  Mothers  & 
More  have  centered  on  politics, 
social  issues,  money-saving  tips 
and  dealing  with  frustration  and 
anger.  It  also  has  a  book  club, 
Easter  egg  hunt,  Halloween 
event,  and  charity  work  during 
the  holiday  season.  An  upcoming 
meeting  will  include  a  lesson  in 
Spanish  history. 

Annual  dues  for  membership 
in  Mothers  &  More  is  $45  and 
includes  admission  to  San 
Francisco  chapter  events.  More 
information  is  available  at 
www.  mothersandmore.  org.

Very  little  is  known  about  the 
factors  that  cause  the  disease  in 
this  population,  such  as  family, 
cultural  beliefs  and  practices,  and 
how  they  affect  the  progression 
of  diabetes  in  the  Chinese 
American  population.

“It’s  just  a  shame  that  the 
neighborhood  will  no  longer 
have  the  convenience  and  selec¬ 
tion  of  a  big  supermarket.” 

Senior  employees  will  be  re¬ 
assigned  to  other  locations, 
which,  for  many,  means  longer 
commute  times  and  fewer  hours. 
Those  with  less  tenure  were  not 
so  lucky. 

“It  came  as  a  shock  to  us,” 
said  one  produce  clerk,  who  did 
not  want  to  be  identified.  “Just

However,  preliminary  findings 
from  research  and  studies  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  Catherine  Chesla 
and  Dr.  Kevin  Chun  helped  them 
secure  a  four-year  grant  from  the 
National  Institute  of  Health  to 
examine  the  roles  of  culture  and 
family  in  diabetes  management 
among  Chinese  Americans.

Creative  mortgage  solutions 


With  interest  rates  increasing 
to  four-year  highs,  it’s  time  to  re¬ 
view  financing  options  once 
again. 

As  of  presstime,  30-year  fixed 
rate  mortgages  have  risen  to  a 
nationwide  average  of  6.8  per¬ 
cent,  the  highest  level  since  May 
2002.  But  for  experienced  in¬ 
vestors  of  real  estate,  this  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  an  extremely  attrac¬ 
tive  rate. 

As  real  estate  prices  increase, 
the  mortgage  industry  has  devel¬ 
oped  many  financial  products  to 
meet  consumer  needs.  Gone  are 
the  days  where  almost  all  loans 
were  30-year  fixed  rate  loans. 
Now,  buyers  are  getting  more  in¬ 
terest-only  loans,  adjustable-rate 
mortgages,  short-term  fixed  rate 
loans,  and  other  creative  options. 
If  you  are  in  the  market  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  home,  carefully  consider 
your  options  and  financial  goals 
before  committing  to  a  tradition¬ 
al  mortgage. 

For  example,  if  you  know  that 
you  will  be  here  only  for  a  few 
years,  consider  an  adjustable  rate 
mortgage  that  has  a  lower  start 
rate  and  increases  slowly  over 
the  life  of  the  loan.  Another  op¬ 
tion  would  be  to  consider  a  five- 
year  fixed-rate  mortgage  that 
converts  to  an  adjustable  loan 
thereafter.  These  loans  will  start 
at  a  lower  rate  and  it’s  locked-in 
for  that  period  of  time.  Seven-  or 
10-year  fixed  loans  are  also 
available  at  slightly  higher  rates, 
but  will  be  lower  than  30-year 
mortgages. 

During  the  first  few  years  of 
adjustable  rate  loans,  most  of  the 
payment  goes  toward  interest 
and  not  much  to  the  principal.  So 
buyers  who  know  that  they  will 
be  moving  within  a  few  years  of¬ 
ten  opt  for  interest  only  loans. 
They  are  issued  at  a  lower  rate 
and  have  been  a  very  popular 
lately. 

Homeowners  with  a  home  eq¬ 
uity  line  of  credit  (HELOC)  are 
usually  tied  to  the  prime  rate,  and 
have  seen  a  doubling  of  their  in¬ 
terest  rates  in  the  last  couple  of 
years. 

So  what  do  you  do  if  you 


have  a  HELOC?  The  interest  rate 
is  probably  at  or  around  the 
prime  rate,  currently  at  8.25  per¬ 
cent.  If  you  can  afford  to  pay  it 
down,  go  ahead  and  do  so  and 
use  the  reserve  from  the  loan  as 
emergency  cash.  Or,  you  can 
convert  it  to  a  home  equity  fixed- 
rate  loan.  But,  because  your  pay¬ 
ments  will  include  principal,  it 
might  be  a  larger  payment  than 
what  you  currently  have. 

Some  of  the  larger  banks  have 
developed  some  new  products 
with  portion  of  the  HELOC  at  a 


fixed  rate  and  another  portion  ad¬ 
justable.  This  might  be  a  good 
option  so  that  part  of  the  loan  is 
getting  paid  off. 

Also,  look  at  refinancing  the 
first  and  the  HELOC  loans  to¬ 
gether  into  one  large  loan.  This 
strategy  works  well  if  the  HE¬ 
LOC  is  large  and  the  first  loan  is 
small.  The  lower  interest  rate  on 
the  single  loan  often  results  in 
lower  monthly  payments,  which 
includes  a  reduction  in  principal. 

Lastly,  perhaps  take  advantage 
of  some  of  the  zero  interest  rate 
credit  card  advances  available. 

There  is  an  optimal  financing 
instrument  for  every  need  out 
there.  With  the  help  of  a  good 
lender  and  by  exploring  your  op¬ 
tions,  you  should  be  able  to  find 
the  product  that  meets  your 
needs.

per  minute  on  Balboa  Street;  and 
one  vehicle  every  two  minutes  on 
Clement  Street. 

But  the  mayor,  with  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  his  self-proclaimed  side- 
kick  “Oprah,”  SF  Supervisor 
Jake  McGoldrick,  scanned  the 
dozens  of  questions  submitted  so 
almost  all  of  the  city’s  represen¬ 
tatives  assembled  on  stage  could 
give  a  brief  update  on  their  de¬ 
partment  and  answers  a  specific 
question.  That  meant  most  of  the 
questions  asked  by  the  crowd 
about  BRT  went  unanswered. 

“A  lot  of  the  merchants  who 
took  time  off  from  work  to  speak 
at  the  meeting  were  unable  to,” 
said  David  Heller,  president  of 
the  Greater  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association.

The  merchants  want  an  eco¬ 
nomic  study  to  determine  what 
negative  impacts  can  be  foreseen. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the 
forum  were: 

•  Safety  concerns  over  sight¬ 
ing  of  two  coyotes  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  According  to  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
General  Manager  Yomi 
Agunbiade,  the  City  is  working 
with  the  state  to  try  to  find  a  so¬ 
lution.  He  ruled  out  tranquilizing 
the  animals,  but  did  not  offer  any 
other  options; 

•  The  head  of  the  SF 
Department  of  Public  Works  told 
members  of  the  community  con¬ 
cerned  about  large  items  being 
dumped  on  the  streets,  often  in 
the  middle  of  the  night.  Every 
household  in  San  Francisco  is  al¬ 
lowed  two  free  pickups  of  large 
residential  items.  Call  28- 
CLEAN  to  report  an  illegally 
dumped  item; 

•  SF  Police  Chief  Heather 
Fong  reported  that  there  would 
be  increased  traffic  enforcement 
in  the  Richmond  because  the  de¬ 
partment  has  just  gotten  new  mo¬ 
torcycles,  equipped  with  front 
and  rear  radar  detectors; 

•  Agunbiade  also  reported  that 
the  stables  in  Golden  Gate  Park, 
which  have  been  closed  since 
20001,  are  still  not  open,  but  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report 
prepared  for  the  project  is  near¬ 
ing  completion.  Some  $3.1  mil¬ 
lion  is  being  sought  from  the 
Parks  Trust  for  the  project; 

•  Agunbiade  said  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  looking  into  the  legal 
ramifications  of  the  closing  of  the 
Albertsons  at  Clement  Street  and 
32nd  Avenue.  When  the  store 
opened,  it  agreed  to  pay 
$500,000  to  renovate  the  Lincoln 
Playground.  But,  after  an  initial 
payment  of  $200,000  the  balance 
was  never  paid; 

•  City  Traffic  Engineer  Bond 
Yee  reported  that  the  following 
five  intersections  along  Geary 
Boulevard  would  be  getting  new 
traffic  signals;  Spruce  and  Blake 
streets,  11th  and  15th  avenues 
and  the  Great  Highway. 
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Park  Presidio  Blvd.  upgrade

due  to  the  limited  hours  during  which  work 
could  take  place;  much  of  the  labor  and 
construction  will  occur  during  night-time 
hours. 

Phase  1  is  expected  to  take  approxi¬ 
mately  one  year  to  complete. 

Phase  2  will  begin  in  early  2008  and 
last  until  2010,  focusing  on  19  intersec¬ 
tions. 

If  sufficient  funding  is  appropriated, 
phase  3  will  follow  to  make  improvements 
at  the  remaining  five  intersections. 

“This  is  such  a  major  roadway  that  con¬ 
tractors  can’t  just  shut  down  the  street,” 
Moore  said.  “About  85,000  vehicles  go 
through  here  daily.” 

Pedestrian  safety  -  and  not  smooth  traf¬ 
fic  flow  -  is  the  driving  force  behind  the 
project.  From  1999  through  2004,  32 
pedestrians  were  struck  by  vehicles  along 
the  7.5-mile  stretch  between  Lake  Street 
and  Junipero  Serra.  Fourteen  of  these  re¬ 
sulted  in  fatalities,  and  Moore  said  the 
SFCTA  would  like  to  finish  the  project  as 
soon  as  possible  in  its  effort  to  reduce 
pedestrian  casualties. 

“We  want  to  see  expanded  construction 
hours  to  get  this  finished  sooner,  but 
Caltrans  takes  a  very  conservative  ap¬ 
proach  to  traffic  impact,  said  Moore.  “I 
think  people  in  general  are  not  willing  to 
accept  a  significant  impact  on  traffic.” 

So  far,  $20  million  has  been  allocated 
toward  the  retrofit  of  the  roadway.  Half  of 
the  money  will  come  from  the  city  and 
county,  and  half  will  be  supplied  by  the 
state.  Moore  said  the  funds  will  cover  all 
the  needs  of  phases  1  and  2. 

Phase  3,  however,  is  only  a  tentative 
plan.  It  requires  approximately  $2.5  mil¬ 
lion  extra  -  or  $500,000  per  intersection  - 
to  be  secured  after  Phase  2  is  completed. 

Installation  of  a  proposed  bus  detection 
and  announcement  system  will  also  have  to 
wait  until  after  Phase  2.  Moore  explained 
that  the  GPS  and  microwave  technology 
involved  will  depend  upon  the  new  and  re¬ 
liable  state-of-the-art  traffic  signal  system. 

Proposition  K,  a  county  tax-collection 


measure  passed  in  2004,  will  provide  the 
needed  money  for  the  improvements  along 
the  28,  28L,  28X,  and  91  Owl  bus  lines. 

“We  currently  have  one  million  dollars 
available  for  the  bus  improvements,  but  we 
definitely  need  more,”  said  Moore. 

Much  of  19th  Avenue  will  also  see  an 
aesthetic  enhancement  in  the  coming  years. 
The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  is  organizing  a  landscaping 
improvement  effort  from  Lincoln  Way  to 
Sloat  Boulevard,  and  possibly  as  far  south 
as  Junipero  Serra. 

“Park  Presidio  is  already  pretty  well 
forested  on  both  sides,”  said  Kris  Oproek, 
project  manager  for  the  landscaping  plan, 
“but  19th  Avenue  is  a  pretty  barren  street 
and  it  has  lots  of  traffic.  Some  minor  land¬ 
scaping  will  really  improve  the  pedestrian 
experience.” 

Oproek  said  DPW  would  like  to  plant 
trees  along  the  median  divide  as  a  traffic 
calming  measure. 

“Generally,  the  farther  ahead  you  can 
see,  the  faster  you  tend  to  drive.  The  trees 
would  cut  the  view  a  little  and  slow  down 
the  cars.” 

Caltrans  regulations,  however,  prohibit 
trees  in  such  proximity  to  a  state  highway 
because  it  considers  them  a  hazard.  A  long 
row  of  shrubs,  said  Oproek,  is  the  only 
possible  alternative,  but  several  of  the  larg¬ 
er  commercial  intersections  along  19th 
Avenue  will  see  some  tree-plantings  on  the 
sidewalks  and  street  comers. 

Oproek  said  that  residents  have  few  ob¬ 
jections  to  such  landscape-enhancement 
measures.  The  only  issues  that  have  been 
raised  have  to  do  with  tree  maintenance 
and  the  blockage  of  window  views.  These 
matters  and  more  will  be  open  for  discus¬ 
sion  at  a  series  of  public  meetings  in 
September. 

While  there  is  time  for  debate  and  modi¬ 
fications  to  the  plan,  said  Moore,  there  is 
no  time  for  further  delays. 

“Caltrans  might  pull  the  state  funding  if 
we  hesitate,”  he  said.
